Minutes of tho proceedings of tho 
b lard of county commissioners, meet­ 
ing held May 17th, 1899. 
Pursuant to adjournment board 
was called to order by the chairman 
at IO o’clock a. in. 
All members present except Com­ 
missioner Paine. 
The minutes of previous meeting 
were read and approved as read, 
On motion duly carried tho appli­ 
cation of Messrs. Keene & McFadden 
for permission to occupy the court 
room at the sale of the state grass 
stumpage on June 10th, 1899, was 
granted. 
The bill of H. P. Sutterstrom for 
$2.25 for sawing wood for county 
jail was allowed. 
Commissioner Calc thereupon of­ 
fered the following resolution: 


W h e r e a s , 
The valid and legal 
floating indebtedness of the County 
of Crow Wing, Minnesota, existing 
on the first day of May, 
1899, 
amounted to the sum of $58,130.44, 
and 
W h e r e a s , Said floating indebted­ 
ness still exists and is unpaid, and 
for the purpose of funding the same, 
it is necessary for the said County 
to issue its bonds to the amount of 
Fifty-F ive Thousand Dollars ($55,- 
000.00), as provided by Chapter 259, 
of the General Laws, Minnesota, 
1899, being an act entitled “An Act 
to enable and authorize the Board 
of County Commissioners of the 
several counties of the State of Min­ 
nesota, to issue bonds to fund the 
floating indebtedness of said coun­ 
ties, and to levy taxes for the pay­ 
ment thereof,’’ approved April 18th, 
1899. 
B e I t R e s o l v e d , By the Board of 
County Commissioners of tho County 
of Crow Wing, Minnesota, that said 
County fund said floating indebted­ 
ness, hereinbefore mentioned, under

directions for many miles.

Line of the Northern Pacific, now 
building along that river 
from 
Lewiston, will soon throw this here* 
tofore almost inaccesible country 
open to capital, and modern ma­ 
chinery with American grit will do 
the rest.

TABET AND TRUSTS. 


LATTER NO T A N A T U R A L ALLY 
OF THE FORMER. 


S o n * D eductions May 
B e 
Drawn from 
th e Present Era o f 
Com bines 
to R e­ 
duce th e Cost of P roduction— Trusts 
Increase W ages o f Their Em ployes. 


Commenting on the organization of 
trusts the Zanesville Courier recently 
said: 
“The Courier 
desires 
to 
protest 
against the attempt, now beginning to 
be again apparent in some of the old 
free trade organs, to attribute the in­ 
crease of trusts to the fostering in­ 
fluence of protection. 
“We do not believe that tariff, high 
or low, has anything to do with forma­ 
tion of trusts. The impulse toward the 
combination of capital, as the Courier 
pointed out some time since, does not 
primarily spring from the relations of 
manufacturers to the public, but from 
the internal economy of their own bus­ 
iness affairs. Usually the movement to 
establish a trust does not originate in 
a desire to increase prices, but in the 
purpose to reduce expenses, and to im­ 
prove the stability and 
certainty 
of 
business by enlarging the base. 
Gen­ 
erally speaking, price increases are in­ 
cidental and not burdensome to the 
public.” 
It has been the contention of free 
traders from the founding of the first 
trust that protection is at the bottom 
of trusts. 
This is as foolish as the 
equally positive contention of the free 
traders that high duties on imported 
goods prevent the sale of American 
goods to foreign nations. 
Experience has demonstrated the fal­ 
lacy of the latter contention 
as 
it 
would the fallacy of the former. 
If 
every custom house were leveled to the 
ground, and every port opened to free 
importation of foreign goods, trusts 
would be formed and they would be 
more necessary than under a protec­ 
tive tariff, unless we are willing to 
abandon manufacturing 
and 
become 
purely an agricultural people. 
The primary object of trusts is to in­ 
crease profits by reducing expenses. 
Under a trust, the aggregate of wages 
in a particular industry is reduced, not 
by cutting down the wages of those 
continuing in employ, but by reducing 
the number of high-priced employes, 
chiefly in the managing and selling de­ 
partments of that industry. 
If all the Republican papers of Ohio 
were combined under one management 
with one chief editor, a half-dozen edi­ 
torial writers would do the work now 
done by 
hundreds of writers. 
The 
same political views would 
be 
ex­ 
pressed in all of them, just as the 
same political views are expressed in 
all of them now, and the variety would 
be solely in the local departments of 
the several papers, because that varie­ 
ty would be necessary and essential to 
success in each * particular 
locality. 
One man would do the buying for all 
of them, 
and 
five 
hundred 
buyers 
would be thrown out of employment. 
Those still employed would probably 
receive higher wages than at present 
allowed. 
The saving would be in the 
reduction of the force. 
The political 
articles would be prepared under the 
supervision of one chief editor instead 
of under hundreds, and so in every 
department. 
The saving would reach 
millions of dollars and the profits to 
the stockholders would be correspond­ 
ingly increased. 
The greatest trust 
in 
the United 
States pays the 
highest 
wages. 
It 
saves by confining the management of 
a great industry to a few men, and not 
by cutting down the wages of those 
who are the actual producers. 
Split 
this trust into several pieces, and we 
either cut down the profits to the own­ 
ers of the plants or increase the prices 
to the consumers of the product. 
The 
tariff has nothing to do with it. 
Strike the duty off of steel rails and 
the necessity for a trust in that indus­ 
try would be greater than it is now, 
and a trust would be formed to take in 
every 
possible 
foreign 
competitor. 
Strictly speaking, under absolute free 
trade human industry would be trade 
without a country, would 
know 
no 
country, would be cosmo-national, not 
national. 
The industry would ignore 
geographical lines and gather into one 
fold all its branches and outposts and 
become an international trust. There 
is not a steel rail maker In England 
who would not gladly combine with his 
American competitor to control 
the 
output and absorb the market. 
Then the wages of the producing la­ 
borer would be cut to an international 
scale and he would be helpless in the 
hands of the “octopus.” The only safe 
guard the American employ has is in 
the protection given him by the duty 
on the foreign product. 
Deprive him 
of that, and wages in the United States 
would drop to the European level, be­ 
cause the laborer would be at the mer 
cy of an international combination of 
capital and the interest of capital in 
his particular industry. 
Protection is far more beneficial to 
the laborer than 
to 
the 
capitalist. 
Given a free course, with no protection 
to the employe, capital would speedily 
come to an agreement, and it would 
not m atter to the capitalist whether 
the product on which he makes a profit 
Is made in Europe or America, at 
home or abroad. Capital is a citizen of 
the world. Labor is the citizen of a lo­ 
cality. The men who possess the cap­ 
ital will send their money into the re­ 
motest parts of the world if assured the 
larger profits. 
They do not believe 
that a dinner of herbs larded with con­ 
tent is better than a fat ox without 
contentment. 
The conclusion of this philosophiz­ 
ing is that in the search for gain the 
fapitaltst is ready to combine with his 


hrotber capialist in China or England, 
and to him the value cf a protective 
tariff that saves the American laborer 
from starvation wages Is not a suffi­ 
cient factor worth the effort to secure 
it. 
W hat he wants is profit. 
W hat 
the laborer wants is a living and con­ 
tentment. Trusts will come and trusts 
will go Just as they are factors in in­ 
creasing gains, and the duty we impose 
on foreign goods, will neither foster nor 
prevent them.—Sandusky, Ohio, Regis­ 
ter. 


WOOL A N D T ARIFFS. 


W ilson Law Held R nsponslbls for E xist­ 
ing D om ornllssd C onditions. 
From the address of 
Dr. James 
Withycombe, president of the Pacific 
Northwest Wool Growers’ association, 
a t ’the annual convention at Pendle­ 
ton, Ore., March 7: 
“The wool market has not blossomed 
forth to a degree that inspires hope to 
many growers, and in some directions 
loud mutterings are heard and many 
articles are 
written tinctured 
with 
sharp criticisms of the present wool 
tariff. 
A careful and dispassionate 
examination of the present tariff on 
wool should convince any grower that 
the late Congressman 
Dlngley fully 
considered the matter. True, the pres­ 
ent law in some respects could be im­ 
proved: but, as a whole, the law is 
good, the wool growers’, interest being 
fully protected. 
“The dull and featureless wool mar 
ket is not due to domestic over pro­ 
duction, nor to excessive recent impor 
tations, but to the immense quantities 
of wool and woolens accumulated un­ 
der the Wilson bill, and to the con 
tlnued demand for the cheaper grades 
of domestic woolens. 
“The custom house figures will fully 
substantiate the statement so often 
made that the Wilson bill should be 
held largely responsible for the present 
demoralized condition 
of the 
wool 
market. 
“There were 923,000,000 
pounds of 
wool imported during the life of this 
bill, 100,000,000 pounds of which were 
imported in the condition of scoured 
wool, which would last as long as 
300,000,000 pounds of American 
tin- 
washed. 
Therefore, while the govern 
ment figures show the free wool im 
ports to have been 923,000,000 pounds, 
if measured by American wool, they 
would 
equal 
at 
least 
1,100,000,000 
pounds, which was equal to the en 
tire consumption by American machin­ 
ery during the same period. 
“The production of home-grown wool 
during this period was about 826,000, 
OOO pounds, which constitutes the ac­ 
cumulated surplus on hand at the time 
of the passage of the Dingley tariff 
act. 
The clip of 1898 has since been 
added to this supply, and the clip of 
1899 is in sight. 
Thus it will be seen 
that a two years’ supply was imported 
in anticipation of the passage of the 
Dingley tariff act. 
“Under the existing conditions 
it 
does not seem wise for wool growers 
persistently to agitate this matter; for. 
by so doing, congress may be induced 
again to open the question of tariff, 
and, in the final shuffle, the wool grow 
er is in danger of coming out second 
best. 
At the present time, items of 
legislation affecting the industry are 
not of vital concern to the wool grow 
er, but he should rather devote bis 
energies and talents to an analytical 
study of flock characteristics, local im­ 
provements and markets.’’

The New York Staats Zeitung, in re­ 
buking the Republicans for claiming 
any credit for the increased 
revenue 
from tariff receipts, says the “reason 
why tariff receipts under the Wilson 
tariff were not bo high aa now was be­ 
cause of the general business depres­ 
sion and the low consuming capacity 
of the country, and that the depression 
has disappeared is certainly no merit 
of the Republicans.” 
No protectionist 
will deny that the low tariff receipts 
under the Wilson law were due lo 
“the general business depression and 
the low consuming capacity 
of 
the 
country.” 
There is no doubt that lf 
the people of the country 
had 
had 
more money they would have bought 
more foreign goods—as well as more 
domestic goods. 
But because of the closing of Amer­ 
ican factories through the operations 
of the Wilson-Gorman law the 
wage- 
earners of the country were deprived 
of work and wages, and the employers 
of labor were without business 
and 
without profits. 
Naturally 
the 
con­ 
suming capacity of the country was 
low. 
The consuming capacity always 
is low under free trade, because free 
trade means the.destruction of Amer­ 
ican industries. 
The strange thing is 
that the Staats Zeitung cannot see the 
inevitable connection between 
free 
trade and a low consuming capacity. 
That connection has been illustrated 
more than once in the history of the 
country. 
The 
Staats 
Zeitung 
apparently 
thinks that business depression just 
comes and goes and that 
no 
man 
knows the why or the wherefore. But 
all effects have a cause, and the Staats 
Zeitung would do well if it would pon 
der with unprejudiced mind upon the 
cause 
of 
the 
industrial 
depression 
which prevailed throughout the coun­ 
try during the existence of the Wil- 
son-Gorman law and the free-trade ad­ 
ministration of Grover Cleveland, and 
which disappeared at the restoration 
of protection. 
There is no doubt in 
the minds of the vast majority of the 
people as to the cause of the industrial 
depression of 1893-1896. The result of 
the 
presidential 
campaign 
of 
1896 
showed how they interpreted the mat­ 
ter. 


MINNESOTA ITEMS 


M axims vs. M arkets. 
It has been said that the Democrats 
are 
students of 
maxims, while the 
Republicans are students of 
markets. 
Experience counts for nothing with 
the man who has a theory. 
The Wil­ 
son bill, adopted during Cleveland’s 
administration, was a theoretic 
low- 
tariff Democratic bill, but it brought 
ruin to American industries and hard 
times, and so bankrupted the United 
States treasury that bonds had to be 
sold to pay the daily expenses of the 
government. 
The 
Democrats 
can 
never be made to see that a tariff tax 
is not always added to the price and 
paid by the consumers, but the truth 
is that a tariff on imported goods so 
stimulates American productions that 
it results in cheapening the price to 
consumers. 
It worked that way with 
steel railway rails; it worked that way 
with plate glass; it worked that way 
with wire nails; and it is working that 
way with tin plate. 
The industry is 
built up in this country by the tariff 
tax on imports, and the price to con­ 
sum ers‘is reduced. 
But no Democrat 
will admit th at putting a tax on an 
imported article results in reducing the 
price. 
The 
protective 
tariff 
works 
well; it furnishes work to Americans 
at American wages, and reduces the 
price to consumers, and makes good 
times, and we agree with Mr. Dingley 
that "what practically works well in 
any country is more likely to be safe 
and wise than any theories, however 
fine spun, that have not succeeded in 
like conditions.”—Freeport (111.) Jour­ 
nal. 


No 
Practicable Anywhere. 
It would seem that England must 
teach us our lesson of stable and con­ 
sistent protection, and by exemplify­ 
ing the utility of that policy wisely 
regulated, induce 
our 
madcap 
free- 
trade countrymen to have done with a 
system that ii not practicable even for 
a nation so situated as England. To 
cope with Britain in the regime of 
her new policy we must the soonest 
possible strike 
the golden 
mean of 
protective tariffs and secure its main­ 
tenance.—Boston Commercial Bulletin.

We do not believe that the total 
abolition of the tariff would cripple 
the trusts, for such combinations are 
not confined to this country. Take off 
the protection from American man­ 
ufacture and the trusts would com­ 
bine with foreign combinations and 
capital to control the foreign output 
of an article, as well as the domestic 
output, and they would have consum­ 
ers just as much at their mercy as they 
have now. 
In order to properly regulate the 
trusts and curb the awful power which 
they are developing, they must 
be 
brought under federal control. 
The 
attorney general of the United States 
claims that the Sherman anti-trust law 
is ineffective. 
Other lawyers, as good 
as he, claim that the Sherman law 
could be made effective, if properly en­ 
forced; but whether it could be or 
not, there is the power of amending 
the 
federal 
constitution, 
which 
re­ 
sides in the people and the states. 
There is also another and a quicker 
method of securing 
federal 
control, 
which has already been pointed out 
by the Tribune, and that is to employ 
the taxing power of the federal gov­ 
ernment to tax the stock and bond Is­ 
sues of the trusts out of existence and 
thus compel them to organize under 
federal charters, just as banks of is­ 
sue are now compelled to do. 
The Tribune does not believe that 
it would be good policy for the Re­ 
publican party to reverse itself on the 
tariff in the hope of thereby throttling 
a few trusts, 
lf it is to tackle 
the 
trust problem, let it adopt a thor­ 
ough and not a partial remedy.—Min 
neapolis (Minn.) Tribune.

It is the only party which has 
had either the courage or the intelli­ 
gence to strike a blow at the lllegitl 
mate practices of the combines and to 
restrict them in their operations. It is

the

ous and practical work in maintaining 
the people’s Interests in this as in all 
other fields will be kept up.—St. Louif 
Globe-Democrat.

D e a r S i r s : —Complying with your 
request to let you know something 
about this country when I arrived 
here, will endeavor to give you some 
idea as to the same. 
Vineland is 
where I am staying at present, and 
is located about two miles from Con­ 
cord, the business center, and is the 
prettiest little country you ever set 
your eyes upon, mountains surround­ 
ing ou all sides, the Snake river 
coming in from the north-west and 
the clear water from the south meet 
and jam, known still as tis Snake 
River. 
Vineland at the time of its 
organization had less than 75 inhab­ 
itants, which was about three year* 
ago, but now the slow but steady in­ 
flux of immigration has swollen the 
number to about 2500. 
The princi­ 
pal industries at the present time 
are farming, Rtock-raising and fruit­ 
growing, but fruit-culture is now 
fast beginning to take the load. The 
low lands, which are not profitable 
for grain raising, owing to lack of 
moisture, are being irrigated when 
convenient and planted to fruit; for 
every kind from the peach to the 
hardiest varieties, arc grown here 
successfully. 
English walnuts of 
splendid size and quantity have been 
grown iii Asotin county, in which 
Vineland is located, and the county 
also took two first premiums and 
several seconds and thirds at the 
Spokane fruit fair last year. 
The 
Lewiston W ater Si Power Co. have 
taken water from Asotin 
creek 
through 20 miles of ditch and flume, 
and made fruitful a large body of 
land in this county, known now as 
Vineland, at an expense of over 
$100,000, hence what was known 
three years ago as a barren waste, 
known then as Jawbone Flat, which 
if like the out side country, was but 
a fitting tribute, for Jawbone is a 
western phrase for “ without means” 
is now dotted with beautiful homes 
of many people. 
As its name im­ 
plies it is indeed a Vineland. 
This 
land has been laid out in tracts from 
one to twenty acres and is being 
sold at reasonable rates and on easy 
terms, which enables any one who 
so desires to engage in the profita­ 
ble business of fruit growing with 
very little capital and on a scale that 
will suit his circumstances, 
and 
build for himself a useful as well as 
an ornamental home. 
So rapidly 
are the people taking hold of this 
proposition and awaiting themselves 
of the opportunities that the whole 
site, 35,000 acres in all, bears a 
marked resemblance to a thrifty 
town.

Tile capital stock of $100,(XX) 
is fully paid up and will commence 
within six weeks manufacturing ice 
and furnishing cold storage for the 
products of the Snake river valley. 
The plant is to be located at Vine­ 
land and will run a steamer up and 
down the river to gather fruit, veg- 
tables, meat, poultry, eggs, etc., 
which they will store and handle on 
commission. 
Mr. Charles Francis 
Adams, the ex-president of the N. 
P. railroad, is president and owner 
of the Vineland Townsite Co., also 
of the Lewiston W ater Power A Ir­ 
rigating Co., and is doing his level 
best to make a city of Vineland and 
he was heard to have said that in five 
to seven years hence that Lewiston 
and Vineland will be a second Den­ 
ver of which he was largely the mak­ 
ing of that handsome city in Colo­ 
rado. 
Lewiston and Concord are 
connected by a new steel bridge, put 
up by tile Lewiston W ater Power & 
Irrigating Co., and will when com­ 
pleted cost over $110,000 and is a 
fine piece of work. 
I would not ad 
vise anyoue, like Judge Fleming, to 
come here expecting to stay, as he 
says they are just as liable to be dis­ 
appointed us to be entirely in love 


with the place, as for me I like it 
and may sometime locate here but 
will see what the fruit raising will 
do in four hears hence.

The following are liable to a penalty not ex­ 
ceeding HOO or Im prisonm ent not exceed 
lug three mouths:

Any person who w ilfully, negligently or 
carelessly sets on fire, or causes to Im* set 
on fire. any woods, prairies or other com­ 
bustible m aterial, thereby causing In­ 
jury to another. 
Any person who shall kindle a fire, on or 
dangerously near to forest or prairie 
land aud leave it unquenched, or who 
shall be a party thereto. 
Any person who shall use other than Incom­ 
bustible fire wads for firearms or carry a 
naked torch, firebrand or other exposed 
light in or dangerously near to forest 
land.

NEW CALENDAR SCHEME 


Bundj's Plan For a Thirteen 
Months Year. 


WVXFOBmTT TO BB ITS OBJECT. 


▲•thor • ( Tills rn Inns linn Divides 
tilt Year Into Months of Twentfr- 
clfh t Dors Bnch—Hopes His Chit** 
dos W ill Bo Adopted nt Denton Inn 


Hr. C. H. Bandy of Marion, Ind., 
was in Muncie the other day. Mr. Ban* 
dy is the now famous inventor of the 
sew calendar which he expects to see 
universally adopted in 1900. Mr. Ban­ 
dy, when asked regarding his unique 
idea for a new calendar for I tK>0 . with 
18 months of 28 days each, said 
“ When the present calendar was adopt­ 
ed, an error was made which makes it 
necessary to drop leap year in 1900, 
that the calendar may be exact with a 
correct solar reckoning. The history of 
early calendars is very unreliable, but 
enough is known to show that they 
were numerous and incorrect. 
I have 
made a study of this, and therefore I 
have designed and have a copyright on 
A new calendar which I bopo will be 
adopted at the beginning of the next 
century." 
Mr. Bundy divides the year into 18 
months of four weeks each. As 1900 
comes in on Monday, and aa Monday is 
the first day of the commercial week, 
he makes it the first day of the mouth. 
The new month is called Cent nary, be­ 
cause of the time of its proposed adop­ 
tion—the end of one century and the 
beginning of another. Under the Bundy 
calendar the months do not begin and 
end on different days in the week, as is 
Dow the case, greatly to our confusion 
“ This new calendar," continued Mr. 
Bundy, in explaining its features, “ will 
be good for all years to come, dating 
from the time of its adoption. 
By this 
arrangement it will not tie necessary to 
look for or consult a last year’s cal^n 
dar or to compute time to find what 
day of the week or month a certain date 
was or will bo. 
Another valuable foa 
tare under this scheme is that holidays, 
birthdays and oil special dates will bo 
permanent. This plan gives na a year 
of 864 days, leaving a shortage of I '4 
days plus, which may be taken up iii 
Centuary or any other month win u 
enough time has accumulated to make 
an extra week. 
The present calendar 
takes an extra day every four years to 
keep us in line with solar time. 
Now, 
for the sake of permanency, why not 
allow the loss of time to run on until 
we have enough to make an extra week ? 
My calendar is very simple, equally 
complete and on a par with standard 
time. It is practicable in every way 
and abreast with this progressive age. ’’ 
Mr. Bundy has gathered all the extra 
days over and above 98 in each month 
from the present calendar and formed 
Centuary, and while he has placed it 
after December he is inclined to think 
the new month should be the first of 
the year on account of the world’s a t­ 
tachment to Christmas and its time in 
•Olar calculation, but In constructing a 
calendar for the whole world holidays 
should be considered last. If the new 
month is placed as the first, oar local 
holidays will come later, excepting 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, aud if 
last they will come earlier, but in no 
caam, it is claimed, will the change be 
•erioua, as the objection will be almost 
wholly a matter of sentiment. 
Should Centuary become the first 
month the first holiday to disappear 
would be New Year's day. Then cornea 
Washington's birthday, Feb. 92, which 
is on the fifty-third day of the year 
now. Under the change it would come 
the last Thursday in January, which 
would be the 96th. 
"But is there any 
serious objection," the author asks, “ to 
paying respect to his memory on the 
seventy-eighth day of the year sud con­ 
tinue to observe Monday, Feb. 99, aa 
heretofore ?" 
Next 
comes Memorial 
day. There being no month with 80 
days, it disappears Now it is under 
the one hundred and fiftieth day, 
which, under the change, would be 
Wednesday, May IO. The present date 
hat been considered by many a little 
loo early, as it is nearly always cool 
and flowers scarce. The 28th day of 
May would overcome both of these ob 
lections Independence day on the 4th 
of July comes on the one hundred and 
eighty-fifth day of the year. 
By the 
now calendar tho one hundred and 
slgbty-flfth day would be June 17. 
Now Thanksgiving 
comes 
the last 
Thursday In November, or the three 
hundred and twenty-ninth day of the 
year. The new calendar would bring; it 
on the three hundred and thirty-third 
day—the last Thursday, as now. Christ 
mas comes on the three hundred and 
fifty •ninth day now; then it would 
come on the three hundred and sixty- 
first day, or the last Thursday of lie 
camber. 
Mr. Bundy is the recipient of many 
letters daily approving the change. The 
suggestion, be says, continues to grow 
in favor and in drawing to ita support 
many progressive thinkers, who say 
there is nothing in the way of its sue 
cess but some matters of sentiment. 
Mr. Bundy ie a native of Ohio and 
was at one time in business in St 
Louis, but has of late years been en 
gaged in the newspaper business in In 
diaaa.—Special Cor. St. Louis Globe

Basil Haden, and the girl to whom he 
was to have been married eloped with 
another man on the day President Lin­ 
coln took his seat In the white house. 
In a fit of discomfiture he entered his 
room in the second story of his house 
and declared he would never set foot 
on earth again as long as he lived, and 
so far as is known he has kept his 
word and has never entered even an­ 
other room of his own dwelling.

Fowls 
and ducks naturally eat considerable 
anim al m atter as well as vegetable 
food. 

Is the 
cheap protein of peameal, oatmeal, 
wheat bran or linseed meal as efficient 
as th at in the more expensive animal 
meal, dried blood or fresh bone; or 
m ust we Include some form of anim al 
nitrogen in our rations to replace tho 
grasshoppers and earthworm s of nat­ 
ural poultry life?

Testa with Chicks.—Two 
sets 
of 
trials were made with chicks. One lot 
In the first trial was carried from one- 
half week of age until 
twenty-flve 
weeks old upon a grain m ixture of 
corn meal (12), wheat flour (4), ground 
oats (2), wheat bran 
(I), wheat m id­ 
dlings (I), peameal (I) and old process 
linseed meal (I), with wheat, corn, an ­ 
imal meal and fresh bone. The corre­ 
sponding lot upon vegetable food re­ 
ceived a grain m ixture of pea mea^ 
(6), old process linseed meal (4), wheat 
bran (2), ground oats (2), high grade 
gluten meal (2), wheat middlings (I) 
and cornmeal (I), with wheat, corn 
and skim -m ilk or curd. 
These two 
rations were practically equivalent, so 
far as am ounts of protein are con­ 
cerned, although the “anim al m eal” 
feed had a little wider nutritive ratio 
than the grain feed. 
The distinctive 
difference was th at in the first ration 
about two-fifths of the protein came 
from anim al 
sources, while 
in 
the 
other ration all came from grain ex­ 
cept a little from skim-milk. 
In the 
second trial the chicks were started at 
six weeks and carried for 
fourteen 
weeks, the contrasted rations being as 
in the first trial. 
Results with Chicks—In each trial 
more food was eaten by the lot receiv­ 
ing anim al protein, the gain in weight 
was more rapid 
and 
m aturity was 
reached earlier, less food was required 
for each pound of gain, and the cost 
of gain was 
less. 
During the first 
twelve weeks of the first 
trial tho 
chicks on anim al meal gained 56 per 
cent more than those on the vegetable 
diet, although they ate only 36 per 
cent more; they required half a pound 
lef;s of dry m atter to gain one pound, 
and each pound of gain cost only V/+ 
cents, as comDared with 5 1-5 cents for 
the grain-fed biros. 
During m e next 
eight weeks the cost of gain was 7M» 
cents and l l 1-5 cents, 
respectively. 
The anim al-m eal chicks reached two 
pounds in weight more than five weeks 
before the others; they reached three 
pounds more than eight weeks sooner; 
and three pullets of the lot began lay­ 
ing four weeks earlier than any among 
the grain-fed birds. 
W ith the second 
lot of chicks, starting at six weeks of 
age, the differences were in the same 
direction, though not quite so strik ­ 
ing; thus showing th at the great ad­ 
vantage of the animal nitrogen is in 
prom oting quick, healthy growth and 
early m aturity, rather than increasing 
the tendency to fatten.

A Dirty Dairy. 
When Is a dairy clean? The safest 
answer to this question lies in describ­ 
ing when a dairy is dirty, and dan­ 
gerously dirty, too, says the New York 
Farmer. W hen woodwork in the dairy 
gives off a sm utty, musty, fusty, acid, 
rank, and spoiled buttery smell, It is 
dirty. W hen tin vessels—-such as pails, 
cans, dippers, cups and skimmers 
after being “thoroughly washed,” give 
off a sourish smell, or show dark lines 
of m atter in the folds and seams of the 
tin, they are dirty, and tho dirt of 
just such a sort and in Just such places 
as to encourage the bacteria In the air 
to drop down upon It, to crawl into 
it, to feed upon it and to multiply In 
it until they swarm in it and are ready 
to launch themselves into the milk 
put into those vessels. When the win­ 
dows, walls, floors and fixtures in the 
dairy are unpleasant to the smell when 
the room is warmed up, there is dirt 
present—enough dirt to have an effect 
upon the flavor and other qualities of 
the milk and of the butter made from 
it. 
When a vessel, from which milk 
is removed, shows a layer of black 
sediment in the bottom, smelling with 
unpleasant suggestiveness of tho barn­ 
yard, there is dirt, plain, straight, un 
m istakable dirt there—dirt th at is un 
pleasant to think of as a component 
part of milk th at is to be used by 
hum ans as food. 
No dairy showing 
these things in any degree can really 
be called “clean,” or decently clean, 
or healthfully clean. Hardly any other 
occupation on earth makes such de­ 
mands for cleanliness and offers such 
difficulties In the work of securing 
cleanliness, as the milk and butter aud 
cheese Industry.

Long experience has ascertained thai 
the male bird has most Influence upoc 
the color of the progeny, and also upon 
the comb, and w hat may be called th* 
“fancy points” of any breed generally; 
w hilst the form, size and useful qual 
ities are principally derived from the 
hen, says W right’s Practical Poultrj 
Keeper. 
Now it cannot be denied thai 
It is desirable to secure absolutely per­ 
fect birds in all respects of both sexet 
if possible; but, alas, every araateui 
knows too well the scarcity of suet 
and the above fact therefore become! 
of great importance in selecting. i , 
breeding pen. 
For instance, a cool 
may have been hatched late in th< 
year, and therefore be decidedly undei 
the proper standard in point of size 
and inferior for a show pen; but If hit 
color, plumage, comb, and other point! 
—w hatever they may be—are perfect 
and he be active and lively, he may 
make a first-class bird for breedinf 
when mated with good hens. 
A hen 
again, if of large size and good shape 
is not to be hastily condemned for a 
faulty feather or two, or even for a 
defective comb, lf not too glaringly 
apparent—though the last fault is a 
serious one in either sex; but a very 
bad colored or faulty combed 
cock 
however excellent In point of size, oi 
a very small or ill-shaped lien, how­ 
ever exquisite in regard to color, wll 
invariably produce chickens of very in­ 
different order. 
It is also to be ob 
served, with regard to the crossing oi 
a breed th at the cockerels 
In 
th€ 
progeny will more or less resemble the 
father, whilst 
the 
pullets follow the 
mother. A knowledge of this fact will 
save much tim e in "breeding back” tc 
the original strain, and much disap­ 
pointm ent in the effect of the cross. 


Too Much Oleo.—Recently the writer 
made a shipm ent of butter to Tampa, 
Fla., to a reliable commission mer 
chant. W hile the butter netted a fair 
price, the m erchant wrote as follows: 
“There is so much oleo here, and it is go 
low, th at it’s a hard m atter to sell good 
butter.” 
W hat is true of Tampa is 
true of alm ost every large town in the 
South. 
There are no effective laws to 
keep the stuff out of our m arkets, or 
to compel the sellers to dispose of it 
under its true name. 
Thus it Is that 
the Southern dairym an Is operating 
all the tim e under disadvantages, com­ 
peting in price with a counterfeit ar 
tide. Something surely m ust be done 
to protect the legitim ate dairy inter­ 
ests of this country from the injury 
done by the sale of oleom argarine un­ 
der the name and in the semblance of 
genuine butter.—Southern Dairyman.

C o m m e n tin g on the organization of 
trusts the Zanesville Courier recently 
said: 
“ The C ourier 
desires 
to 
protest 
a g a in st the attem pt, now beginning to 
be again a p p a r e n t in some of the old 
free trade organs, to attrib u te the in­ 
crease of tru sts to the fostering in ­ 
fluence of protection. 
“ We do not believe th a t tariff, high 
o r low, has a n y th in g to do with fo r m a ­ 
tion of trusts. 
T he impulse tow ard the 
com bination of capital, as the Courier 
pointed out some time since, does not 
prim arily sp rin g from the relations of 
m a n u fa c tu re rs to the public, but from 
th e internal economy of their own b u s­ 
iness affairs. 
Usually the m o v e m e n t to 
establish a tru st does not originate in 
a desire to increase prices, but in the 
purpose to reduce expenses, and to i m ­ 
prove the stability and 
c e rtain ty 
of 
business by enlarging the base. 
G en­ 
erally speaking, price Increases are in­ 
cidental and not burdensom e to the 
public.” 
It has been the contention of free 
trad ers from the founding of the first 
tr u s t t h a t protection is at the bottom 
of trusts. 
This is as foolish as the 
equally positive contention of the free 
tra d e rs t h a t high duties on imported 
goods p revent the sale of American 
goods to foreign nations. 
Experience has dem onstrated the fal­ 
lacy of the latte r contention 
as 
it 
would the fallacy of the former. 
If 
every custom house were leveled to the 
ground, an d every port opened to free 
im p o rtatio n of foreign goods, tru sts 
would be formed and they would be 
m ore necessary th an under a protec­ 
tive tariff, unless we are willing to 
a b a n d o n m a n u fa c tu rin g 
and 
become 
purely an agricultural people. 
The p rim a ry object of trusts is to in­ 
crease profits by reducing expenses. 
U n d e r a trust, the aggregate of wages 
in a p a rtic u la r Industry is reduced, not 
by cutting dow n the wages of those 
co n tin u in g in employ, but by reducing 
the n u m b e r of 
high-priced 
employes, 
chiefly in the m a n a g in g and selling de­ 
p a r tm e n ts of t h a t industry. 
If all the Republican papers of Ohio 
were combined under one m a n a g e m e n t 
with one chief editor, a half-dozen edi­ 
torial writers would do the work now 
done 
by 
hundreds of writers. 
The 
sam e political views would 
be 
e x ­ 
pressed in all of them, ju st as the 
same political views are expressed in 
all of them now, and the variety would 
be solely in the local d e p a rtm e n ts of 
th e several papers, because th a t v a rie ­ 
ty would be necessary and essential to 
success in each 
particular 
locality. 
One m an would do the buying for all 
of them, 
and 
five 
hundred 
buyers 
would be th ro w n out of employment. 
Those still employed would probably 
receive h ig h e r wages than at present 
allowed. 
The saving would be in the 
reduction of the force. 
T he political 
articles would be prepared under the 
supervision of one chief editor Instead 
of u n d e r hundreds, and so in every 
d e p a rtm e n t. 
T he saving would reach 
millions of dollars and the profits to 
the stockholders would be c o rre sp o n d ­ 
ingly increased. 
The gre a te st tru st 
in 
the United 
States pays the 
highest 
wages. 
It 
saves by confining the m a n a g e m e n t of 
a great in d u stry to a few men, and not 
by c uttin g down the wages of those 
who are the actual producers. 
Split 
this tr u s t into several pieces, and we 
either cut down the profits to the o w n ­ 
ers of the plants or increase the prices 
to the consum ers of the product. 
The 
tariff has n o th in g to do with it. 
S trike the duty off of steel rails and 
the necessity for a tru st in th a t in d u s­ 
try would be greater than it is now. 
and a t r u s t would be formed to tak e in 
every 
possible 
foreign 
competitor. 
Strictly speaking, u nder absolute free 
trad e h u m a n industry would be tra d e 
w ith o u t a country, would 
know 
no 
country, would be cosmo-national, not 
national. 
The industry would ignore 
geographical lines and g a th e r into one 
fold all its branches and outposts and 
become a n in tern atio n al trust. 
T here 
Is not a steel rail m a k e r in E n g la n d 
w ho would not gladly combine with his 
Am erican com petitor to control 
the 
o u tp u t and absorb the market. 
T hen th e wages of the producing la­ 
borer would be cut to an in ternational 
scale and he would be helpless in the 
h a n d s of the “ octopus.” The only safe­ 
guard the American employ has is in 
the protection given him by the duty 
on the foreign product. 
Deprive him 
of that, an d wages in the United States 
would drop to the E uropean level, be­ 
cause the laborer would be at the m e r ­ 
cy of an in ternatio n al com bination of 
capital an d the interest of capital in 
his p a rticu lar industry. 
Protectio n is far more beneficial to 
th e laborer th a n 
to 
the 
capitalist. 
Given a free course, with no protection 
to the employe, capital would speedily 
come to an agreem ent, and it would 
n o t m a tt e r to the capitalist w h e th e r 
the product on which he m akes a profit 
Is 
m a d e in E urope or America, at 
h o m e or abroad. 
Capital is a citizen of 
t h e world. L abor is the citizen of a lo­ 
cality. 
T h e m en who possess the c a p ­ 
ital will send th eir money into the re ­ 
m o te st part3 of the world if assured the 
la rg e r profits. 
They do not believe 
t h a t a d in n e r of herbs larded with con­ 
t e n t Is better th a n a fat ox w ith o u t 
c o n ten tm en t. 
T h e conclusion of this philosophiz­ 
i n g is t h a t in the search for gain the 
c ap ita list is ready to combine with his 


hrotber captalist in China or E ngland, 
and to him the value cf a protective 
tariff th a t saves the Am erican laborer 
from starv atio n wages is not a suffi­ 
cient factor w orth the effort to secure 
it. 
W h a t he w a n ts is profit. 
W h a t 
the laborer w a n ts is a living and con­ 
tentm ent. 
T ru sts will come and tru sts 
will go just as they are factors in in­ 
creasing gains, and the duty we impose 
on foreign goods, will n e ith er foster nor 
prevent th em .—S andusky, Ohio, Regis­ 
ter.

“ The wool m a rk e t has not blossomed 
forth to a degree th a t inspires hope to 
m any growers, an d in some directions 
loud m u tte rin g s are heard and m a n y 
articles 
are 
w ritte n tinctured 
with 
sh a rp criticisms of the present wool 
tariff. 
A careful and 
dispassionate 
ex a m in ation of the present tariff on 
wool should convince any grower th a t 
the late C o n g ressm an 
Dingley fully 
considered the m atter. True, the pres­ 
ent law in som e respects could be im ­ 
proved; but, as a whole, the law is 
good, the wool g ro w e rs’ interest being 
fully protected. 
“ T he dull and featureless wool m a r ­ 
ket is not due to domestic over pro­ 
duction, nor to excessive recent im p o r­ 
tations, but to the im m ense quantities 
of wool and woolens accum ulated u n ­ 
der the Wilson bill, an d to the con­ 
tinued d e m a n d for the cheaper grades 
of domestic woolens. 
“ T he custom house figures will fully 
su bsta ntia te the sta te m e n t so often 
made th a t the W ilson bill should be 
held largely responsible for the present 
demoralized 
condition 
of 
the 
wool 
m arket. 
“ There were 923,000,000 
pounds of 
wool imported du rin g the life of this 
bill, 100,000,000 pounds of which were 
imported in the condition of scoured 
wool, which 
would last as long 
as 
300,000,000 pounds of American 
u n ­ 
washed. 
Therefore, while the g o v e rn ­ 
m en t figures show the free wool im ­ 
ports to have been 923,000,000 pounds, 
if measured by American wool, 
they 
would 
equal 
at 
least 
1,100,000,000 
pounds, which was equal to the e n ­ 
tire consum ption by Am erican m a c h in ­ 
ery during the sam e period. 
“ The production of hom e-grown wool 
d uring this period was about 826,000,- 
000 pounds, which constitutes the ac­ 
cumulated surplus on h a n d a t the time 
of the passage of the Dingley tariff 
act. 
The clip of 1898 has since been 
added to this supply, an d the clip of 
1899 is in sight. 
T h u s it will be seen 
th a t a two y e a r s ’ supply was imported 
in anticipation of the passage of the 
Dingley tariff act. 
“ Under the existing conditions 
it 
does not seem wise for wool growers 
persistently to agitate this m a tte r; for, 
by so doing, congress m ay be induced 
again to open the question of tariff, 
and, in the tinal shuflle, the wool g ro w ­ 
er is in d an ger of com ing out second 
best. 
At the present time, items of 
legislation affecting the industry are 
not of vital concern to the wool g ro w ­ 
er, but he should ra th e r devote his 
energies and talents to an analytical 
study of flock characteristics, local i m ­ 
provem ents and m a r k e ts.” 


Maxim* vs. Market*. 


It has been said t h a t the Dem ocrats 
are 
stu d en ts of 
maxims, while the 
Republicans are stu d ents of 
markets. 
Experience counts for nothing with 
the m an who has a theory. 
The W il­ 
son bill, adopted during Cleveland's 
ad m in istratio n , was a theoretic 
low- 
tariff Democratic bill, but it brought 
ruin to Am erican industries and hard 
times, and so bank ru pted the United 
States treasury th a t bonds had to be 
sold to pay the daily expenses of the 
government. 
T h e 
Democrats 
can 
never be m ade to see th a t a tariff tax 
is not always added to the price and 
paid by the consumers, but the tru th 
is th a t a tariff on imported goods so 
stim ulates Am erican productions th at 
it results in cheapening the price to 
consumers. 
It worked th a t way with 
steel railway rails; it worked th a t way 
with plate glass; it worked th a t way 
with wire nails; and it is w o rk in g th a t 
way with tin plate. 
The in d u stry is 
built up in this country by the tariff 
tax on imports, and the price to con­ 
s u m e r s ‘is reduced. 
But no Democrat 
will adm it t h a t p uttin g a tax on an 
imported article results in reducing the 
price. 
The 
protective 
tariff 
works 
well; it furnishes work to Am ericans 
at Am erican wages, and reduces the 
price to consum ers, and m akes good 
times, and we agree with Mr. Dingley 
th a t “ w h at practically works well in 
any country is more likely to be safe 
and wise th a n any theories, however 
fine spun, th a t have not succeeded in 
like conditions.”—Freep ort (111.) J o u r ­ 
nal.

domestic goods. 


But because of the closing of A m e r ­ 
ican factories throu g h the operations 
of the W ilso n -G o rm a n law the 
wage- 
earners of the country were deprived 
of work and wages, and the employers 
of labor were w ithout business 
and 
without profits. 
N atu rally 
the 
con­ 
su m in g capacity of the country was 
low. 
The co n su m ing capacity alw ays 
is low under free trade, because free 
trade means the destruction of A m e r­ 
ican industries. 
T h e stran g e tiling is 
th a t the Sta a ts Zeitung cannot see the 
inevitable 
connection 
between 
free 
trade and a low consum ing capacity. 
T h a t connection has been illustrated 
more th a n once in the history of 
the 
country. 
The 
Staats 
Zeitung 
ap p arently 
th in k s that, business depression just 
comes and goes and th a t 
no 
m a n 
knows the why or the wherefore. But 
all effects h ave a cause, and the Staats 
Zeitung would do well if it would pon­ 
der with unprejudiced m ind upon the 
cause 
of 
the 
industrial 
depression 
which prevailed th roughout the c o u n ­ 
try during the existence of the W il­ 
son-Gorman law and the free-trade a d ­ 
min istration of Grover Cleveland, and 
which disappeared at the restoration 
of protection.

W e do not believe th at the total 
abolition of the tariff would cripple 
the trusts, for such com binations are 
not confined to this country. 
T a k e off 
the protection from American m a n ­ 
ufacture and the tru sts would c o m ­ 
bine with foreign com binations and 
capital to control the foreign output 
of an article, as well as the domestic 
output, and tliey would have c o n s u m ­ 
ers just as much at their mercy as they 
have now. 
In order to properly 
regulate 
the 
trusts and curb the awful power which 
they are developing, they m u s t 
be 
brought u n d e r federal control. 
The 
attorney general of the United States 
claims th a t th e Sh erm an anti-trust, law 
is ineffective. 
O ther lawyers, as good 
as lie, claim 
th a t the S h e rm a n law 
could be m ade effective, if properly e n ­ 
forced; 
but w h e th e r it could 
be or 
not, there is the power of a m en d in g 
the 
federal 
constitution, 
which 
re­ 
sides In the people and the states. 
There is also a n o th e r and a quicker 
method of securing 
federal 
control, 
which has already been pointed out 
by the Tribune, and th a t is to employ 
the taxing power of the federal gov­ 
ernment. to tax the stock and bond is­ 
sues of the trusts out of existence and 
th us compel them to organize under 
federal charters, just as banks of is­ 
sue are now compelled to do. 
The T rib u n e does not believe that 
it would be good policy for the Re­ 
publican p a rty to reverse itself on the 
tariff in the hope of thereby throttling 
a few trusts. 
If it is to tackle 
the 
tru st problem, let 
it adopt a t h o r ­ 
ough and not a partial remedy.— Min 
neapolis (Minn.)

D e a r S i r s : 
Complying with your 
request to let you know som ething 
about this country when I arrived 
here, will endeavor to give you some 
idea as to the same. 
Vineland is 
where 1 am staying at present, and 
is located about two miles from Con­ 
cord, the business center, and is the 
prettiest little country you ever set 
your eyes upon, mountains surround­ 
ing on all sides, the Snake river 
coming in from the north-west and 
the clear water from the south meet 
and jam, known still as t be Snake 
River. 
Vineland at the time of its 
organization had less than 75 inhab­ 
itants. which was about three years 
ago, but now the slow but steady in­ 
flux of immigration has swollen the 
number to alxmt 2500. 
The princi­ 
pal industries at the present time 
arc farming, stock-raising and fruit­ 
growing, but fruit-eulture is now 
fast beginning to take the lead. The 
low lands, which are not profitable 
for grain raising, ow ing to lack of 
moisture, are being irrigated when 
convenient and planted to fruit; for 
every kind from the peach to the 
hardiest varieties, are grown here 
successfully.

Spokane fruit fair last year.

Lewiston Water A Power Co. have 
taken water 
from

creek 
through 29 miles of ditch and flume, 
and made fruitful a large body of 
land in this county, known now as 
Vineland, 
at an expense of over 
$100,000, 
henee what 
was known 
three years ago as a barren waste, 
known then as Jawbone Flat, which 
if like the out side country, was but 
a fitting tribute, for Jawbone is a 
western phrase for “ without m eans’ 
is now dotted with beautiful homes 
of many people. 
As its name im ­ 
plies it is indeed a Vineland. 
This 
land has been laid out in tracts from 
one 
to twenty acres and is being 
sold at reasonable rates and on easy 
terms, which enables any one who 
so desires to engage in the profita­

Adams, the ex-president of the N. 
P. railroad, is president and owner 
of the Vineland Townsite Co., also 
of the Lewiston W ater Power & Ir­ 
rigating Co., and is doing his level 
best to make a city of Vineland and 
he was heard to have said that in five 
to seven years hence that Lewiston 
and Vineland will be a second Den­ 
ver of which he was largely the mak­ 
ing of that handsome city in Colo­ 
rado. 
Lewiston and Concord are 
connected by a new steel bridge, put 
up by the Lewiston Water Power & 
Irrigating Co., and will when com­ 
pleted cost over $110,000 and is a 
fine piece of work.

When Putti was in the first heyday 
of her fame, Ludwig II, the mad king 
of Bavaria, sot his heart on having her 
ling for him at his private auditorium 
in Munich. He wrote letter after letter, 
begging, imploring, offering extrava­ 
gant gnmsof money, but Patti resolute­ 
ly refused to go. 
She had heard too 
i any storits of Ludwig’s freaks, his 
curses nnd his unreasonable commands, 
and ehe was dtspt i at» ly afraid of him. 
But at last tbo king offered her a sum 
so enormous that it seemed ridiculous 
to refuse it Tien the singer plucked up 
courage and started for Munich. When 
she and her maid alighted at the sta­ 
tion. not even a carriage was there to 
meet them, and they had to inquire the 
name of the best hotel nnd call a cab 
like any ordinary travelers. 
That was 
the first shock to the diva’s nerves and 
temper After luncheon she started out 
to see the town and incidentally to 
examine the posters announcing the 
great honor conferred upon the citizens 
of Munich by a visit from Europe’s 
greatest singer.

Fischer called 
at the hotel once more, accompanied by 
the court chamberlain, who bore the 
promised check, an autograph letter of 
thunks from the king and some jewels 
of great vaine. Mine. Fischer’s explana­ 
tion of the concert fiasco pleased Patti 
more than the jewels. 
King Ludwig, 
she said, was in one of his maddest 
moods, wild with regret, cursing him ­ 
self and cursing Patti 
He had walked 
the floor all night, groaning that he 
was a traitor, for P a tti’s voice had so 
ravished his senses that for one mo­ 
ment he had gone over to Italian music 
and had been false to W agner—to W ag­ 
ner, the one musician who alone had 
satisfied his m ajesty’s soul. 
“ That was better than havlDg bored 
him ,” added 
Patti, shrugging 
hei 
shoulders.—New York Sun.

But how 
start it? That was the trouble. 
If nil 
the women would take off their hats to­ 
gether. all right. 
But a few were un­ 
willing to take the lead and be tin; only 
ones. 
Dr. Hughes solved tho vexing 
problem the other Sunday night just 
before he began his sermon. 
“ Of course.” he said, with an nir of 
indifference, “ it would do no good for 
me to request you to take your hats off. ” 
At this 50 or more women seated 
near the pulpit began unpinning their 
hats. 
The rest made no move, and Dr. 
Hughes continued slowly: 
“ For it would not do, perhaps, for 
some to take off their hats. They might 
take cold. ” 
Still only the original 50 eat bare­ 
headed. 
Dr. Hughes looked a trifle dubious, 
but said: 
“ It would not do for others, because 
they have fixed their hair in such a way 
that it would not look pretty if the hart 
were removed. ” 
A hundred additional pairs of hands 
at once went to work. 
Dr. Hughes began smiling confidently 
and continued: 
“ Others would fear to take off hats 
lest the hair might come with them .” 
With one accord 500 women hastily 
unfastened their hats; then, the rest not 
wishing to stand out, there was a gen­ 
eral onset upon Easter millinery. 
For 
a few minutes women’s fingers were 
busy patting, curling and smoothing, 
and it was only one or two that were 
fortunate enough to have pocket m ir­ 
rors along. 
These few tiny reflectors 
did duty for the entire pews they were 
in. Then, with a sigh, everybody lean­ 
ed back and listened. 
W ithout further 
remarks Dr. Hughes started upon his 
sermon. 
“ It is terribly annoying,” he said 
afterward, “ to the man in the pulpit to 
watch the frantic efforts of people in 
the congregation to keep him in sight. 
Whenever I take a step, every head in 
the congregation sways to one side or 
the other in an effort to look just past 
an Easter hat. 
When I move from one 
side of the platform to the other, a cor­ 
responding movement results among 
ray hearers, and the effect is really dis­ 
concerting. ” —Special to St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch.

Bundy's Plan For a Thirteen 
Months Year.

Mr. C. H. Bnndy t*f Marion. In d , 
was in Muncle the other day. Mr. Bun­ 
dy is the now famous inventor of tin* 
new calendar which he expects to «••<* 
universally adopted in 1900. 
Mr. Bun­ 
dy, when asked regarding his unique 
idea for a new calendar for HMO. with 
18 months of 2H days each, 
said 
“ When the present calendar was adopt 
ed, an error was made which mak« s it 
necessary to drop leap year in 1900. 
that the calendar may bo exact with a 
correct solar reckoning. The history of 
early calendars is very unreliable, but 
enough is known to show that they 
were numerous and incorrect. 
I have 
made a study of this, and therefore I 
have designed and have a copyright on 
a new calendar which I hope will be 
adopted at the beginning of the next 
century." 
Mr. Bundy divides the year into 18 
months of four weeks each. 
As 1900 
comes in on Monday, and as Monday is 
the first day of the commercial w«i k, 
he makes it the first day of the month 
The new month is called Cent nary, be 
cause of the time of its proposed adop­ 
tion—the end of one century and the 
beginning of another. Under the Bundy 
calendar the months do not begin and 
end on different days in the week, as is 
now’ the case, greatly to our confusion 
“ This new calendar, ” continued Mr 
Bundy, in explaining its features, “ will 
lw' good for all years to come, dating 
from the time of its adoption. 
By this 
arrangement it will not he necessary to 
look for or consult a last year’s ojibn 
dar or to compute time to find what 
day of the week or month a certain date 
was or will be. 
Another valuable feu 
turu under this scheme is that holidays, 
birthdays and all special dates will he 
permanent. 
This plan gives us a year 
of 884 days, leaving a shortage of I i 
days plus, which may be taken np in 
Centuary or any other month wh u 
enough time has accumulated to make 
an extra week. 
The present calendar 
takes an extra day every four year* to 
keep us in lino with solar time. 
Now, 
for the Hake of permanency, why not 
allow the loss of time to run on until 
we have enough to make an extra week? 
My calendar is very simple, equally 
complete and on a par with standard 
time. 
It is practicable in every way 
and abreast with this progressive age,’ 
Mr. Bundy has gathered all the extra 
days over and above 28 in each month 
from the present calendar and formed 
Centuary, and while he has placed it 
after December he is inclined to think 
the new month should be the first of 
the year ou account of the world’s a t­ 
tachment to Christmas ami its time in 
solar calculation, but in constructing a 
calendar fur the whole world holidays 
should be considered last. 
If the new 
month is placed as the first, our local 
holidays will come later, excepting 
Thunksgiving and Christmas, and if 
last they will come earlier, but in no 
case, it is claimed, will the change he 
serious, as the objection will be almost 
wholly a matter of sentiment. 
Should Centuary become the first 
month the first holiday to disappear 
would be New Year’s day. Thru comes 
W ashington’s birthday, Feb. 22, which 
is on the fifty third day of the year 
now. 
Under the change it would come 
the last Thursday in January, which 
would be the 2&th. 
“ But is there any 
serious objection,” the author asks, “ to 
paying respect to his memory ou the 
seventy-eighth day of the year and con­ 
tinue to observo Monday, Feb. 22, as 
heretofore?” 
Next 
comes Memorial 
day. 
There being no month with 80 
days, it disappears. 
Now it is under 
the 
one hundred and fiftieth day, 
which, under the change, would be 
Wednesday, May 10. The present date 
has been considered by many a little 
too early, as it is nearly always cool 
and flowers scarce. 
The 28th day of 
May would overcome both of those ob­ 
jections. 
Independence day on the 4th 
of July comes ou the one hundred and 
eighty-fifth day of the year. 
By the 
new calendar the one hundred and 
eighty-fifth day would bo Juno 17. 
Now Thanksgiving 
comes 
the last 
Thursday in November, or the three 
hundred and twenty-ninth day of the 
year. The new calendar would bring it 
on the three hundred and thirty-third 
day—the last Thursday, as now. Christ­ 
mas comes on the three hundred and 
fifty-ninth day now; then it would 
come on the three hundred and sixty- 
flrat day, or the last Thursday of De 
ceinber. 
Mr. Bundy is the recipient of many 
letters daily approving the change. The 
suggestion, he says, continues to grow 
in favor and is drawing to its support 
many progressive thinkers, who say 
there is nothing in the way of its suc­ 
cess but some matters of sentiment. 
Mr. Bundy is a native of Ohio and 
was at one time in business in St 
Louis, but has of late years been en­ 
gaged in the newspaper business in In ­ 
diana.—Special Cor. St. Louis Ulobe- 
Democrat.

He is

Tests with Chicks.—Tw o 
sets 
of 
trials were m ade with chicks. 
Oue lot 
in the first trial was carried from one- 
half week of age 
until 
twenty-live 
weeks old upon a grain m ix tu re or 
corn meal (12), w h e a t flour (4), ground 
oats (2), w h eat bran 
(1), w h e a t m id ­ 
dlings (1), peameal (1) and old process 
linseed meal (1), w ith wheat, corn, a n ­ 
imal meal and fresh bone. 
The c o rre ­ 
sponding lot upon vegetable food re­ 
ceived a grain m ix tu re of pea meal 
(6), old process linseed meal (4), w h e a t 
bran (2), g round oats (2), high grade 
gluten meal (2), wheat m iddlings (D 
an d cornmeal (1), with wheat, corn 
and sk im -m ilk or curd. 
These two 
rations were practically equivalent, so 
far as a m o u n ts of protein 
are con­ 
cerned, alth o u g h 
th e “anim al 
m e a l” 
feed had a little wider nutritive ratio 
th a n the grain feed. 
T h e distinctive 
difference was th a t in the first ration 
a bout two-fifths of the protein came 
from anim al

cept a little from skim-m ilk.

second trial the chicks were s ta rte d at 
six weeks and carried

Results with Chicks—In each trial 
m ore food was eaten by the lot receiv­ 
in g animal protein, the gain in weight 
was more rapid 
and 
m a tu r ity was 
reached earlier, less food was required 
for each pound of gain, an d the cost 
of gain was 
less. 
D uring 
the first 
twelve weeks of th e first 
trial the 
chicks on a n im al meal gained 56 per 
cent more th a n those on the vegetable 
diet, although they ate only 26 per 
cent more; they required half a pound 
less of dry m a t t e r to gain one pound, 
and each pound of gain cost only 4 V4 
cents, as comDared with 5 1-5 cents for 
t h e grain-fed biros. 
During m e next 
eight week3 th e cost of gain was 7Mj 
cents and 
11 1-5 cents, 
respectively. 
T he animal-rneal chicks reached two 
pounds in w eight m ore th an five weeks 
before the others; th ey re ad ied three 
pounds more th a n eight weeks sooner; 
and three pullets of the lot began lay 
ing four weeks earlier th an any a m o n g 
the grain-fed birds. 
W ith the second 
lot of chicks, s ta r ti n g at six weeks of 
age, the differences were in the sam e 
direction, th o u g h n o t quite so strik-

A Itirtv Dairy. 
W hen Is a dairy clean? 
The safest 
answ er to this question lies In describ­ 
ing when a d a iry is dirty, and d a n ­ 
gerously dirty, too, sa y s the New York 
Farm er. 
W h e n woodwork In the dair> 
gives off a sm u tty , musty, fusty, acid, 
rank, and spoiled b uttery smell, it is 
dirty. W h e n tin vessels 
such as palls, 
cans, dippers, cups and 
s k im m e rs ■ 
after being “ th o ro u g h ly washed,” give 
off a sourish smell, or show dark lines 
of m a tte r in the folds and seam s of the 
tin, they are dirty, and the d ir t of 
ju st such a sort and in just such places 
as to encourage the bacteria in the air 
to drop down upon it. to crawl into 
it, to feed upon it an d to m ultiply in 
it until they sw a rm In it and are ready 
to launch them selves into the milk 
put into those vessels. 
W hen the w in­ 
dows, walls, floors and fixtures in the 
dairy are u n p le a sa n t to the smell when 
the room is w arm ed up, th e re is dirt 
present- enough dirt to have an effect 
upon the flavor and o th e r qualities of 
the milk and of the b u tte r made from 
it. 
W hen a vessel, from which milk 
is removed, shows a layer of black 
sedim ent in the bottom, smelling with 
unpleasant suggestiveness of the b a r n ­ 
yard, there is dirt, plain, straight, u n ­ 
m istakable dirt there- d i r t t h a t is u n ­ 
pleasant to th in k of as a component 
p a rt of milk t h a t is to be used by 
h u m a n s as food. 
No dairy showing 
these things in a n y degree can really 
he called “clean,” or decently clean, 
or healthfully clean. 
Hardly an y other 
occupation on e a rth m ak es such de­ 
m an d s for cleanliness and offers such 
difficulties in the work 
of 
securing 
cleanliness, as th e milk and butter and 
cheese industry. 


Parentage In Poultry Hreedinir* 
L on g experience has ascertained thal 
the malo bird h a s most influence upoi 
the color of the progeny, and also upon 
the comb, and w h a t m ay be called the 
“ fancy points” of any breed generally; 
whilst the form, size and useful q u a l­ 
ities are principally derived from tin 
lien, says W r i g h t ’s Practical P o u ltrj 
Keeper. 
Now it can no t lie denied that 
it is desirable to secure absolutely per­ 
fect birds in all respects of both s e x e s 
if possible; but, alas, every am ateui 
know s too well the scarcity of suet 
and the above fact therefore becomet 
of great im p o rta n c e in s e l e c t i n g . i 
breeding pen. 
F o r instance, a coci 
m ay have been hatched late in 
tin 
year, and therefore be decidedly undei 
the proper sta n d a rd in point, of s i z e 
and inferior for a show pen; but if hit 
color, plumage, comb, and o th e r point! 
—w h a te v e r they may be—a re perfect 
and he be active and lively, he ma> 
m a k e a first-class bird for breeding 
when mated with good hens.

j different order. 
It is also to be ob 
i served, with regard to the crossing ol 
; a breed t h a t the cockerels

progeny will m ore or less resemble the 
father, w hilst 
the 
pullets follow the 
mother. 
A knowledge of this fact will 
s a \ e much tim e in "breeding b a c k ” tc 
the original strain, a n d m uch disap 
p o iu tm e nt in the effect of the cross.
